The idea of a Lodge of Sorrow by 


the Masonic fraternity in this coun- 
try in honor of Brother Paul Jones

The Ceremony 


To attempt a detailed description 


of the ceremony would be unfitting, 
because no description could give a 
clear idea of its character. 


In the center of the hall was a black 


catafalque upon which was a silver 
urn. At the four corners, were tall 
black 
candlesticks 
with 
candles. 


There were candles also at the sta- 
tions of the principal officers. 
The 


lighting and extinguishing of these 
constituted an important part of the 
exercises, signifying 
mortality 
and 


the hope of immortality. 


The entire ritual of the Lodge ot 


Sorrow expresses grief for the dead 
tempered by the assurance that death 
is but the opening of the gates of a 
blissful eternity. 


After the opening march, the offi- 


cers having been escorted to their 
stations, the master, junior and sen- 
ior wardens and the chaplain took the 
principal parts. 


No reference was made by name 


to the particular Masonic "brother who 
was being honored until the intro- 
duction of the first orator. Superin- 
tendent of Schools Ernest L. Silver. 
It was then that Worshipful Master 
Allen H. Knapp of St. John's Lodg*. 
spoke the name of the illustrious Ma- 
son and patriot 
who. after 
many 


years, has at last received the right- 
ful homage of the American people. 


During the exercises, the officers 


of the lodge occupied chairs arranged 
in the form of a rectangle around the 
hall. Behind them were seated the 
members of the two lodges. At the 
corners of the catafalque, all facing 
the east, were stationed four men 
whose duty it was to extingush the 
candles at the proper time. 


Chaplain William F. Hoehn of St. 


Andrew's Lodge acted in that cap? 
jty through the first part of the cere- 
mony, being succeeded at the end by 
Chaplain Robert King of St. John's 
Lodge.

themselves as desperate fighters, as 
quick to take advantage of the eu 
emy's weakness and as cool 
in the 


thick of the fight to jtlan his undo- 
ing. 
Of many of his own crew It 


might b-.; said as truly as of hiin.st-1! 
that they were "ignorant of fear and 
could nut be conqulred alive." Sel- 
dom do we find combined in one man 
so many qualities and powers as in 
John Paul Jones. Not only a clever 
sailor and a famous fighter, he was 
master of his profession. 
It was his 


ambition U> be a thoroughly 
compe- 


tent naval officer. 
He -was a tireless 


student in his early years of all ac- 
cessible works on 
navigation. 
He 


mastered the French 
and 
Spanish 


languages during his cruising 
days 


as a merchant sailor. 
He did 
this 


not so much because of his love for 
learning for its own sake though he 
was fond of culture, but because 
his determination to be proficient in 
his profession and to be able to ac- 
cept the golden opportunity when it 
should come whether it led 
him to 


deal 
with 
Englishmen. 
Frenchmen 


or Spaniards. 
How useful 
to liim 


and to America, were his accomplish- 
ments is shown by his invaluable ex- 
pert advice to the marine committee 
at various times, his dealings 
with 


French crews, and 
with - European 


courts as agent of the American col- 
onies. 
Jones was refined and given 


to the graces of culture. 
He ever 


sought the society of the best 
citi- 


zens wherever he happened to be. 


His faultless person, his charm o! 


manner, his melodious voice and his 
polished wit 
captivated 
all 
with 


whom he came in contact, 
citizens, 


statesmen, duchesses and kings. His 
sailors loved him, even 
worshipped 


him. 
So great and inspiring was the 


force of his magnificent personality 
that it is said he had but to look at 
a man to make him a hero like him- 
self. 
Capt. Pearson of tho Serapis 


in court martial said that 
if 
ever 


again Frenchmen could be made to 
fight' as 'Paul Jones made them fight 
England's future tasks on the 
sea 


would bo far greater t'.ian the past. 
As special agent of 
the 
American 


colonies to aristacratic courts of Eu- 
rope to adjust prize money claims and 
other matters, he displayed marvel- 
ous judgment and tact, discriminat- 
ing wisely between the times for ex- 
treme delicacy of proceedure and the 
tini for firm albeit courteous demand. 
It should be remembered that he had 
no precedents to guide him in this 
work. 
As a diplomatist he desrves 


high rank among the statesmen of his 
time. His brains and his fame known 
through all Europe did more without a 
doubt than \\e have ever credited to 
uphold the dignity and subserve the 
respect and recognition of our infant 
nation upon the continent. 


A study of the life of our hero must- 


disclose several qualities worthy of 
our emulation. 


Physical and moral courage unlim- 


ited. 
1 need not cite examples to 


prove this. But Jones was not a man 
of blood by inclination although eas- 
ily provoked to a. quarrel. 
Listen to 


what he says on this subject. "I am 
not a man of thiist for blood, 
if I 


liuve louglit it has always been for 
the good to come to mankind from 
the victory, not for the sake of the 
victory itself. To me war 
is 
the 


sd-rnest and the crudest of all hu- 
man realities, and battle tlie crud- 
est and most forbidding of all human 
iiartices. Therefore I think that the 
t i n e duty of everyone concerned in 
them is to make them most destruc- 
tive while they last, in order that the 
caiihe of real humanity may be gained 
by making I hem soonest ended." 


Wisdom uiM>r;:a! in one of his years 


That he 
M/as (lie trusted triend of Washing- 
ton, Franklin, 
Jefferson, 
Bancroft. 


Governor Morris, their advisor often,

belief in the successful outcome of 
the War of independence.

"We are laying 
the keel timbers of a nea- navy thai 
must become amon^ Hie foremost in 
the world." His fuith in men was 
So strong and hi.s judicial foresight 
so keen as to prompt him to charac- 
terize Washington 
I wo years before 


that general had fought his decisive 
campaign as "One who. more illus- 
trious than any monarch, must stand 
in the sight of mankind forever as 
the founder of a new nation based 
lik<: none other pa>>t or present on 
the principles of liberty 
and 
the 


rights of man." 


Honor unsullied. One incident that 


happened right here in Portsmouth 
is sufficient to illustrate his sense of 
honor. While Jones in 17S1 was fit- 
ting out the America, he -\\ias much 
in need of a. competent shipwright. 
Elijah Hal! was just, -such a man as 
he needed but he was on parole not" 
to "bear arms" against the enemy. 
Jones would not consider the possi 
bility of using Hall until the matter 
had been referred to Governor Lang- 
don and Judge Sherburne and they 
.had decided that to bear arms did not 
apply to work on an uncommissioned 
ship.

unapproachable 


specimens nf architpcture which are 
the pride of central Europe and the 
admiration of the traveler." 


In the year 3717. a date ever mem- 


orable to Masons the craft was reor- 
ganized and the grand lodge of Eng- 
land 
established. 
We 
then 
laid 


aside operative Masonry, holding no 
pretensions at being skilled in 
the 


science o!' architecture, and began to 
admit into the fraternity men distin- 
puished in literature, in commerce, 
in science—men of influence, men of 
prestige—who would 
naturally 
he 


attracted to «n institution composed 


>f the leading men of the time. Mas- 
onry was then modified by the term 
"a< i-epted" as it had previously been 
by the term "free" and we became a 
fraternity of "iree and accepted Ma- 
sons." establishing a 
purely 
moral 


and benevolent institution, having as 
an ideal the cultivation and develop- 
ment of ihe moral nature, teaching a 
warmer love for humanity, 
ami 
a 


higher reverence for God. New rules 
and regulations \\ere adopted. 
Or- 


der and system confirmed, and 
Eng- 


land became the 
central 
Masonic 


point of 
the 
world. 
From 
this 


source lodges both grand and subor- 
dinate have been established. 
Free 


and accepted Masonry was planted in 
American soil at an auspicious per- 
iod. 
At the beginning of the Revolu- 


tionary war. Masonic lodges in this 
country were few and their member- 
ship small. 
Tt must 
be 
admitted, 


however, that lodges \\ith such mem- 
bers as Washington. Franklin, Put- 


nam, 
Paul Revere. Warren, Hancock, 


and others known to us in history as 
leaders ju that eventful period, made 
up in quality what 
they lacked 
in 


quantity. 
These 
small 
colonial 


lodges where .ill 
could 
know 
and 


trust each other, secrete In their de- 
liberations, courageous i nthoir nct- 
ious, became the centers of American 
Revolutionary 
doctrine. 
One 
Ma- 


sonic lodge r»l Uoston held its com- 
munications in the 
"Green 
Dragon 


Tavern." 
One Masonic writer says 


that "Paul Revere here met his patri- 
otic brethren in

All distinction in 


rank was here last among the ties of 
fraternal brotherhood. 
Plans were 


formulated in secrecy and 
executed 


with fidelity. 
Oenerals could 
trust 


t.heir Masonic brothers with import- 
ant dispatches feeling 
complete se- 


curity as to their 
contents and 
in 


their delivery. 
Gen. 
Washington 


frequently attended these lodge com- 
munications, sometimes as a visitor 
meeting his soldier brothers on the 
level; 
sometimes 
occupying 
the 


oriental chair and raising 
Masonic 


brothers to light. 
Lafayette is be- 


lieved to have received his degrees in 
one of these lodges. But we must re- 
member that not all Free Masons of 
the Revolution were enrolled in the 
patriotic ranks. 
In New York state 


alone there were more 
than 
thirty 


British military lodges. 
But even in 


t.he excitement of battle true Masons 
did not forget their Masonic obliga- 
tion to each other. 
I take two illus- 


trations of this from the records. 


"'Early in the war 
an 
event oc- 


curred that proved the 
strength 
of 


the Masonic tie. 
At t.he Battle 
of 


the Cedars, near Montreal, Col. John 
McKinstry, a Freemason, 
was 
cap- 


tured by a band 
of 
Indians whose 


chief 
was the 
celebrated 
Joseph 


Brand, also a Mason. In accordance 
with savage custom, the prisoner was 
bound to a stake, faggots were piled 
about him, and the torch was about 
to be applied, when he gave to Chief 
Brand the sign which Masons know 
the world around—the grand hailing 
sign ot" distress. 
Indian though he 


was, the chief recognized 
the sign 


and ordered tho torture to cease, and 
he and his captor became fast friends 
for the rest of their lives." 


Let us notice some expressions of 


the 
same 
spirit on the 
American 


side. 
Lodge Unity, No. KIS, was a 


Scottish military lodge in the seven- 
teenth foot of the British army. 
In 


1779. 
while the regiment 
was

gaged in a skirmish, the constitution

lost, but were returned to it by Col. 
Parsons of American

When Gen. Washington 


heard of it he ordered the c.hest and

powerful 
as 


they were in promoting the cause of 
American liberty, it is 
doubtful 
if 


the colonies would 
have 
prevailed 


against England without the

ance of France.

France interest herself in

struggling color.ies against England. 
Free Masonry hero played an import- 
ant part. 
Benjamin Franklin

Since the voice of the 
press was 


mainly instrumental in winning for 
Mr. Jerome in New York 
and 
for 


Mr. Folk in Missouri their great vic- 
tories over graft and 
fraud, 
a few 


thousand 
more 
American 
citizens 


hare been aroused to the conscious- 
ness that the power of the press is 
not imaginary but real. 
That the 


press has in some few cases failed of 
the accomplishment of 
the 
special 


cause for which it fought does not 
lessen the merit of the fact that it is 
a. power and a great one. 


It is well known that the newspa- 


pers of England, as a whole, are not 
so free to express 
themselves 
on 


questions of the public good as the 
run of papers in this country. 
An 


English writer of great ability com- 
ments on the remarkable freedom of 
the press during the last presidential 
campaign, and does not hesitate to 
•ascribe the so-called personal victory 
of Roosevelt to the 
power 
of 
the 


press. Of course he 
cannot 
mean 


that it was wholly due to that, but 
rather to the greater knowledge of 
the man gained by the great mass of 
voters, who could not come into con- 
tact with him, inasmuch as this coun- 
try of ours is a pretty large one af- 
ter all. 


'As a partial result, we understand, 


of this visit, London is shortly 
to 


have a new paper called The Tri- 
bune, which proposes to introduce to 
England a paper of the truth-speak- 
ing type. It is to be founded on Am- 
erican example. 
Leading writers of 


the Liberals are to be employed on 
its staff, and these men are to write 
fearlessly from the point of view they 
deem to be for the public good. 


The new organ, we are assured, is 


to be free from the insidious influ- 
ences of social power; free from the 
siren allurements of caste; free to 
say in public what wise men say in 
private; free to speak as it will, not 
frightened by landowners, aristocra- 
cy or the King; -and free to .speak the I 
truth with democratic fieedom.

speak ass\irc-d!y at this time in sa>- 
ing that, it will. Its 
purposes 
are 


high, but other organs of high pur- 
poses have gone to the wall. Us aims 
are surely commendable but is not 
Its place already filled to the satis- 
faction of the English masses as well 
as classes?
